Marshall Yarrow, for Combined 
Press, states that General Eisen- 
hower yesterday paid a seven-hour 
visit to the beachhead, and con- 
ferred with the British and U.S.A, 
Field Commanders. 

The British and Canadians made 
their mile advance fighting along a 
four-mile front from the Orne to 
east of the Caen-Falaise road. The 
battle extends from May-sur-Orne 
to Tilly la Campagne, one mile 
south of Bourgebus. The Allies 
have taken St. Martin de Fontenay 
and Verriers. 

A Press Association Correspondent 
at Allied Headquarters says that the 
Germans are. employing _ their 
armour, Which is a good indication 
that they attach the highest im- 
portance to the necessity for stem- 
ming the drive. 

Yesterday's Allied communiqué 
announced that the attack began 
astride the Falaise road, which is a 
good, paved highway. Recent 
bitter fighting had secured the 
country on the right flank, and 
possession of the road itself would 
mean that a considerable portion of 
the plain on the left flank would be 
under Allied domination. 


HEAVY FIGHTING 


Charles Lynch, Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent with the Canadian 
Forces, says that British and Cana- 
dian tanks and infantry have found 
the Germans ready to contest every 
foot of the advance. The result has 
been heavy fighting of . kind that 
one Canadian officer said he had 
not seen in the beach-head before. 

The heaviest counter-attacks were 
rained at the east and west flank of 
the advance, especially the villages 
of May-sur-Orne and Tilly la Cam- 
pagne. Both villages were taken by 
the Canadians about mid-morning, 
but by noon the Germans had 
fought their way back into them. 
The situation is better in the middle, 
where Verrieres has been taken and 
held, and fighting is going on to the 
south of it. 

The line of the advance lies along 
the east bank of the Orne, and the 
entire west bank is held by the 
Germans, thus enabling them not 
only to fire at almost point-blank 
range, but ‘also to obserye every 
move of the advancing Canadian 
and British forces. 

The attack began at 3.30 a.m. 
(D.B.S.T.), when Canadian infantry, 
supported by tanks, struck south 
in a three-pronged drive. | 

The initial advance was made 
in pitch darkness, which made it 
impossible to distinguish friend 
from foe, or fire at close quarters 
with any hope of accuracy. 

Resistance was fierce right from 
the outset. 


Doon Campbell, another Reuter 
correspondent, cables that nearly 
200 prisoners have been taken from 
the elements of four divisions which 
Field-Marshal Rommel has lined up 
against the British and Canadian 
thrusts. 

An American front-line despatch 
said: “ Fighting south-east of Caen 
has been difficult. For instance, 
one company, found that all its 
officers were casualties, but the 
fighting went on under the leader- 
ship of a sergeant,”

| French Lost 


61,000 Men 
Since 1940 


ENERAL DE GAULLE told 
the French Consultative 


Assembly yesterday that it is in the’ 


Mediterranean theatre, for practical 
and national reasons, that “the 
effort by our armies will take place.” 

“French military might was 
driven back into the Empire by the 
so-called defeat, and must take off 
again from the Empire,” he said. 

Since June, 1940, they had lost 
61,000 men in fighting, and had 
taken 100,000 German prisoners. 

The whole organisation of Ger- 
many’s transport had been entirely 
upset, causing delays of more than 
a week, as in the transfer of the 
German armoured division, “ Das 
Reich.” The Germans had lost 
8,000 men killed and 2,000 
prisoners to these forces, in addition 
to a large quantity of material. 

_ The forces of the Interior were 
immobilising eight German: divi- 
sions, de Gaulle said. 

Dealing with the problem of re- 
establishment of the State, de Gaulle 
said: ' We have chosen Democracy 
and the Republic.” He promised 
elections once France was liberated. 


INTENSIVE AIR- ATTACK 
ON STUTTGART 


PENETRATING deeply into the 
Reich, R.A.F, Lancasters and 
Halifaxes on Monday night in great 
Strength attacked the engineering 
and transport centre of Stuttgart. 
At the same time Mosquitos un- 
loaded 4,000 pound bombs on 
Berlin, and flying bomb installa- 
tions in Northern France were also 
attacked. Another force of heavies, 
for the second night in succession, 
attacked the German oil depot at 
Donges, near St. Nazaire. . 
The British Air Ministry com- 
munigué stated :'—" On 
morning - Lancasters 
Bomber Command, with fig 
cover, attacked without loss flying 
bomb installations..in Northern 
France. On Monday night aircraft 
of R.A.F.. Bomber . and: were 
again. over Germany in great 
strength. Squadrons of Mosquitos 
attacked Berlin. Frankfurt and 
Aachen were also bombed. Flying 
bomb launching sites in Northern 
France also were attacked. From 
these operations 23 aircraft are 
missing.” 


SHORT RAID 


The Air Ministry’s News Service 
said that over 30,000 heavy in- 
cendiaries, in addition to a great 
load of high explosive bombs, were 
dropped on Stuttgart. The attack 
lasted only a quarter of an hour. 
At the same time, strong forces of 
heavy bombers went to France. 
One, on the west coast, bombed 
another oil dépdét at Donges, near 
St. Nazaire, and others attacked 
fiying bomb sites in the north. Re- 
connaissance showed that the attack 
on one of the oil dépóts at Donges 
the previous night caused great de- 
struction. 


DAY OFFENSIVE 

The Allied air offensive con- 
tinued again yesterday. The British 
Air Ministry report said: ” Earl 
this morning Lancasters of R.A.F. 
Bomber Command, with fighter 
cover, attacked flying bomb launch- 
ing sites in Northern France, and a 
site which appeared to be connected 
with the enemy’s threatened use of 
long-distance rockets. None of our 
aircraft is missing.”

TANK WORKS BOMBED 


The recently constructed Hermann 
Goering tank works at Linz, 
were bombed with good 
results by  Italy-based heavy 
bombers yesterday, according to a 
am from Allied Head- 
uarters in Italy. The Hermann 
oering plant, which is near the 
Bavarian border, is not yet com- 
leted, but many of its sections 
ave already been producing. It 
is designed to turn out 1,000;000 
tons of iron and. steel annually, 
besides manufacturing tanks and 
armoured cars. . 

A small formation of Liberators 
yesterday also attacked the railway 
ards at Villach, near the Italo- 
ugoslav border.—(Reuter.) 

The British Air Ministry and 
Ninistry of Home Security com- 
muniqu’ last night stated that on 
Monday night the .Germans sent 
flying bombs over southern England, 
including the. London area, causing 
damage and casualties. Since then 
there had been nothing to report 
up to 7 o'clock last night. 

The flying-bomb lull during the 
day ended when an “alert” 
sounded in the London area last 
night. 


Trial of Belfast 


Directors 


HE hearing was resumed and 

again adjourned at Belfast 
Commission, yesterday, on the 
charge of conspiracy to defraud the 
British War Department, against 
William J, Stewart, M.P., and John 
McKelvie Reilly, directors of 
Stewart and Partners, and Jane C. 
Greenham, an employee of -he firm. 
The charges relate to War Depart- 
ment contracts. 

George Hughes, director of 
Stevenson and Turner, said that 
Stewart and Partners were to get 20 
per cent. discount on certain goods 
supplied by his firm in connection 
with a camp contract. He was re- 
quested to send invoices, less 10 per 
ceft., to the camp site, and credit 
notes for the other 10 per cent., to 
Stewart's head office. At the end of 
March, 1942, a sum of £704-odd 
was due to Stewart and Partners. 
No part of it had been paid. 

Thomas McCleery, director of 
Robert Kirk, Ltd., said that it had 
been their practice for about 15 
years not to show rebates on in- 
voices. That was his own firm’s in- 
terest.

tion, and to re-examine the whole State administration with 
the purpose of freeing a maximum of man-power. 


The announcement, which was 
from Hitler’s headquarters, and was 
isued by the German News Agency, 
stated : — 

“To-day, July 25th, the Fuehrer 
issued a decree, valid for the terri- 
tory of the Greater German Reich 
and the annexed and occupied terri- 
tories, about the total mobilisation 
for war. Its essential points are as 
follows :— 

“The war situation enforces the 
mobilisation of the last ounce of 
strength for the Wehrmacht and. the 
armament industry. 

“J, therefore, order— 

“The chairman of the Ministerial 


Goering, is to — in every 
respect the whole of public life 
to the demands of total warfare. 

“To carry out this task he will 
suggest to me a ‘Reich Trustee for 
Total Mobilisation.’ 

“In particular, he will have to 
see to it that “ public events are 
in line with the aim of total 
mobilisation, and do not take away 
any forces from the Wehrmacht or 
armamient industry. 


RE-EXAMINATION 


“ He will have to re-examine the 
whole State “ádministration, iIn- 
cluding the Reich arais Se Reich 
postal .services, and all «public 
establishments, institutions and 
undertakings, with the purpose of 
freeing a maximum of manpower. 

“To do this men and material 
must be used rationally and to the 
last, tasks of lesser war importance 
stopped or reduced, organisation 
nad procedure simplified. 

“To this end, he may demand 
explanations from the highest 
authorities of the Reich ‘and give 
them instructions. Legal decrees 
and administrative orders will sub- 
sequently be issued by the respon- 
sible highest authorities of the 
Reich, in agreement with the Reich 
Minister and the Chief of the Reich 
Chancellery, the head of the Party 
Chancellery and Delegate General 
for the Reich’s administration. 


“The head of the Party Chan- 
cellery will energetically support 
the measures which I have ordered 
by ,mobilising the in 
accordance with the full powers 
he has been given. 

“Under this decree, and at the 
suggestion of the Chairman of the 
Ministerial Council for Reich 
Defence, Reich Marshal Hermann 
Goering, the Fuehrer has appointed

Reich Minister Dr. Goebbels to be 
*Reich’s Trustee for Total Mobilisa- 
tion for War.” , 

Dr. Goebbels will probably speak, 
over the radio to-morrow to explain 
to the German people his new task, 
said Georg Schr r, Chief Editor 
of the German Overseas News 
Agency, last ‘hight: “An _ extra- 
ordinary amount of power has been 

laced into the hands of Goebbels,” 
e said. “This is one of the results 
of the event of 20th July. The 
failure, of the: conspiracy has 
brought to the consciousness of 
everyone in Germany the danger 
which hung over the German 
people. The call for the mobilisa- 
tion of all reserves has since domi- 
nated the. discussion in the German 
Press, and it is in carrying out this 
cae that the Fuehrer issued his 
ecree. 


“One Will not go far wrong in 
the expectation that Goebbels will 
act with radical methods, very 
quickly and very thoroughly. This 
will extend to every sphere of. life.

“Official bodies in private

NO DETAILS 


“ No details are yet known about 
the measures, but it is certain that 
thousands of small details will com- 
bine to form a stream of reinforce- 
ments for the Wehrmacht and the 
munitions industries.”

methods. As Reich Defence: Com-

' A German Foreign Office spokes- 
man said yesterday:—“ Germany's 
foreign policy is, and will continue 
to be, based on the principle that 
the war must be won in the military 
field, and that it can be won. in this 
way. It would be wrong to assume 
that because Germany’s military 
situation is unfavourable at present 
Germany will have to resort to 
other than military means.”—

DITTMAR SAYS DECREE 
JUSTIFIED 


General Dittmar, German Military 
Commentator, in his broadcast last 
night, said:— “The less than a dozen 
conspirators were liquidated by 
loyal soldiers and officers of the 
army in the same rooms where the 
treacherous plan had been hatched. 

“Anyone who knows how the 
work is done at the top cannot fail 
to understand that grave damage 
was bound to be inflicted on our 
cause if the people there only played 
with the thought of revolution. This 
was beyond aay Soars an important 
affair, if only use the criminals 
held key positions in the Reserve 
Army. Supervision cannot make 
good lack of loyal collaboratron. 
This goes without saying. 

“Therefore, there is not the 
shadow of a doubt that the con- 
spiracy gravely impaired the effec- 
tiveness of our armies in the past. 
Now we shall have to cleanse our 
war machine of the sand in it before 
it can work at full speed again. 


REICH’S ENEMIES 


‘We must get time to complete 
what is still in the making. Our 
enemies in the East, the West and 
the South are stepping up their 
speed, we have to meet their haste 
with feverish work. 

“ In the East, the jigsaw-like front 
has developed, and it is most 


every single sector. The Soviet com- 
mand has operations in mind now 
which, undoubtedly, aim at the 
central course of the Vistula, where 
a decision is sought. There are 
many counter-measures which we 
may take, and their chances of 
success are the greater the latger 
the forces we have to carry them 
out. The treason of July 20th was 
intended to hinder this demand for 
the mobilisation of manpower. 
“Now we have got rid of it, we 
are a good deal nearer to carrying 
into effect what has been neglected 
so far, and the results of many 
measures will affect our forces in 
the immediate future.”—(Reuter.) 


MR. EDEN’S CAUTION 


Mr. Eden, British Foreign Secre- 
tary, said, in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, that he was not yet 
in a position to make a considered 
Statement on the dramatic develop- 
ments in Germany. 

“The German Government has, 
not unnaturally, been at great 
pains he added, “to prevent in- 
ormation feaving the country.

U.S.S.R. CLAIMS 
NO TERRITORY 
IN POLAND 


HE Soviet Government last 

night defined its _ attitude 
towards Poland now that Red Army 
troops are fighting inside Polish 
territory, cables Reuter’s correspon- 
dent. 

A statement by the Soviet Go- 
vernment,. issued through the 
People’s Commissariat of Foreign 
Affairs, said that the Soviet claimed 
no territory belonging to Poland, 
and that operations at present tak- 
ing place on Polish soil were dic- 
tated because of military reasons. 
It continued : — : 

“ Pursuing the retreating German 
armies, the Soviet troops, in con- 
junction with the Polish Army 
operating on the Soviet-German 
front, have crossed the Western 
Bug, crossed the Soviet-Polish fron- 
tier, and have entered on the terri- 
tory of Poland. 

“The foundation has thus been 
laid for the liberation of the 
fraternal, long-suffering Polish 
people from German occupation. 


RESTORATION 


“The Soviet Government declares 
that it views the military operations 
conducted by the Red Army on the 
territory of Poland as operations on 
the territory of a sovereign friendly 
Allied State. In this connection the 
Soviet Government has no intention 
of establishing on the territory of 
Poland its own administrative

It has, there- 
fore, decided to conclude with the 
Polish Committee of National 
Liberation an agreement regarding 
relations between the Soviet Com- 
mand and the Polish Administra- 
tion. 

“Thé Soviet Government declares 
that it does not pursue the aim of 
acquiring any part of Polish terri- 
tory or the alteration of the Polish 
social order. The military opera- 
tions of the Red Army on the 
sm nna of Poland are dictated 
solely by military necessity.”

Polish developments, M. Jan 
Cienchanowski, Polish Ambassador, 
described the Polish Committee of 
National Liberation, established on 
Polish soil, as a “typical puppet 
Government,” states Reuter. 


French Troops Ten Miles

QGTEADILY converging on

May Be Found 


The recent outbreak of food 

isoning among dogs in Co. 

ildare—the first that has occurred 
in Ireland—still is being investigated, 
writes an Jrish Times reporter. The 
typing, of any one variety of 
microbe, a noted bacteriologist 
stated;. might, under certain condi- 
tions, take at least three weeks to 
accomplish, 

In addition to the food poisoning 
of dogs and pigs which: has occurred 
in Co. Kildare, there was a recorded 
outbreak of food poisoning among 
a valuable herd of cattle in 1942. 
This was typed as Salmonella 
Enteritidis (Variety Dublin). This 
shows, it was stated, that animals 
are affected bY the organisms 
responsible for food poisoning in 
humans. | 

The chief food poison organisms 
are: Salmonella Enteritidis, Salmon- 
ella Cholera Suis, Salmonella 
Aertrycke and Para B. A new 
variety may be discovered in the 
investigations now being carried out 
by the bacteriologists. 

It was indicated that no means of 
inoculation exists to prevent an out- 
break of Salmonelloris.

THE LAST OUNCE 

Full details concerning last 
week's attempt on the life of 
Hitler still are lacking. Two 
things, however, are clear. The 
attempt failed in its immediate 
purpose; and the prime mdvers 
were highly-placed members of 
the old Officers’ Corps. In addi- 
tion to Herr Berger, described as 
one of the Fiihrer's “ collabora- 
tors” and actually a Press steno- 
grapher, two German generals on 
Herr Hitler’s staff have 
suceumbed to their wounds; but 
order seems to have been restored 
throughout the Reich, and the 
Government has taken. the 
opportunity to make a thorough 
overhaul of its -machinery. It 
must be remembered that the 
triumph of National Socialism in 
Germany was tantamount to a 
revolution. As such, it was re- 
sented, as it would have been 
in almost every other country, 
by certain sections of the 
upper classes, including some of 
the more conservative elements in 
the army. For that reason it is 
not surprising that some ot the 
conspirators against Herr Hitler 
were members of old military 
families. The man who actually 
placed the bomb in the Fihrer's 
headquarters was a great-grand- 
son of the famous Prussian 
general, Gneisenau, after whom 
one of the finest of modern 
battleships was named. The 
failure of the attempt has led to 
drastic measures inside the Ger- 
man Reich. Possibly the most 
radical change is the abolition of 
the traditional army salute, and 
its substitution by what is known 
as the “deutscher Gruss,” or, 
more familiarly, as the Hitler 
Salute. Although the Nazi Party 
has been in power for a number 
of years, the German, Army 
never Officially adopted that 
salute, which was universal 
among civilians; and the fact 
that it now has become compul- 
sory indicates that the party is 
more firmly in the saddle than 
ever it was. Yesterday, Herr 
Hitler issued a decree in which he 
declared that the general situation 
called for the mobilisation of “the 
last ounce of strength” both in 
the Wehrmacht and in the arma- 
ment industry. Reichsmarshal 
Goring has been instructed to 
adapt in every way, the whole of 
Germany’s public life to the de- 
mands of total warfare. Dr. 
Goebbels has been: named as the 
Reich’s trustee for total mobilisa- 
tion, and Marshal Góring, in addi- 
tion to his many other functions, 
has been made chairman of a 
new Council for the Defence of 
the Reich. So far as can be ascer- 
tained, the-incipient revolt in Ger- 
many, if there was such a revolt, 
has been crushed completely. 
Once more Herr Hitler’s authority 
has been established beyond yea 
or nay. Trusted members of the 
National Socialist Party now are 
in complete and. unchallenged 
control of the Reich’s destinies; 
and the latest measures adopted 
by Herr Hitler are calculated to 
mobilise the nation’s ultimate 
resources in the ruthless prosecu- 
tion of the war. 

The Germans are taking a 
realistic view of the situation. 
They know that the climax of the- 
long struggle is approaching. 
They also know that they are in 
a numerical inferiority, and that, 
furthermore, their opponents have 
a marked advantage in respect of 
war material of every kind. In 
these circumstances, and particu- 
larly since the Russians have 
opened their summer offensive on 
a grandiose scale, they realise that 
no half-measures can be of the 
least avail. The German High 
Command is faced with serious 
problems. Not only are the 
Russians advancing in spectacular 
fashion along a front of ‘some 
800 miles, but it was announced, 
yesterday that the Allies had 
started what Berlin reports 
describe as “the long-awaited 
offensive” in Notmandy. Since 
the original invasion on June 6th, 
General Montgomery has been 
struggling for elbow-room in the 
Normandy beach-head.’ He has 
been meeting with tough resistance 
from Marshal Rommel, whose 
anti-tank defences have been 
particularly troublesome; but 
now it séetmns that he is in 
a position to deploy his 
Anglo-American forces more 
easily than in the first weeks of the 
campaign, and his new offensive 
apparently is on a fairly large 
scale. The Germans assert that 
the British and Americans have 
at least forty divisions in Nor- 
mandy. Reinforcements are arriv- 
ing every day, and it looks as if 
the Allies were about to challenge 
a réal test of strength in the Caen 
area. Their first attacks have 
brought them astride of the road 
from Caen to Falaise, where 
William the Conqueror was born; 


| and the British claim that “some 


progress alteady has been made.” 
Palaise, half-way between Caen 
and Argentan, is 116 miles due 
west of Paris. It is not yet clear 
whether General Montgomery 
intends to press on towards the 
Freach capital, or, having estab- 
lished a strong position on the 
west bank of the Seine, to force a 
crossing of the river, and to swing 
eastwards in an attempt, alti- 
mately, to gain possession of the 
Channel ports and to occupy the. 
Pas de Calais. One of the deter- 
mifiing factors in Allied strategy 
at the moment must be the 
defence of Great Britain against

In 
the Southern States the constitu- 
tional rights of negroes to the full 
franchise have been opposed 
effectively. Negro organisations 
have fought the ‘issue, In 
the Northern states, where the 
Southern prejudice is not felt so 
strongly, and is, indeed, opposed 
by a majority of whites, the 
negroes have raised a storm of 
protest, which may affect the 
President's support in his chief, 
strongholds if he fails to assert, 
everywhere in the Union, the 
equality of all races before the 
law. fhe President, it seems, 
must displease somebody gravely, 
on an issue that has nothing 
to do with the rivalry of 
Republican and Democrat, an 
extraneous and hitherto insoluble 
issue. Which side will he take? 
The world will watch with 
interest, while thoughtful men 
will realise that something more 
than a passing accommodation is 
necessary. On the one hand, 
the anomalous position of the 
negro scarcely can endure ih a 
land where the Constitution is 
based, as on a - fundamental 
dogma, upon the “ self-evident 
truth ” that all men aré born equal. 
On the other, there stands the plain 
fact of racial antipathy, deeply 
rooted, and not to be exorcised 
by mere enactment. The negroes 
are bearing their full share of 
America’s burden. Black skins as 
well as white are being torn by 
shells and bombs; dark women as 
well are fair are losing their sons. 
The Southern whites, however, 
with their stately olden culture, 
and with their haunting memory 
of what is called “the black 
terror ” after the Civil War, are 
naturally reluctant to surrender 
to a coloured majority in their 
public life. Not to appreciate the 
feelings which animate both: sides 
in this calamitous feud is to pre- 
scribe clumsily, to overbear men 
in their vital interests, and to 
make the matter immeasurably

Fleming Committee 

The history of the public schools 
for over five hundred years is re- 
counted in the comprehensive 10,000 
words report of the Fleming Com- 
mittee to be published to-morrow. 
It recommends the admission to 
public schools of a substantial num- 
ber of elementary school-children, 
and that the educational opportuni- 
ties in all independent and direct 
grant schools—conducted for pri- 
vate profit—be made available to 


iall students capable of profiting 


from them, whatever the parents’ 
income. may be. The extra cost 
would be met by local authorities 
and the State. This will necessi- 
tate enormous expansion in the 
number of -boarding schools. The 
number of present-day places only 
allows for 29,000 boys and 10,500 
girls. If the Committee’s plans for 
associating the public schools with 
the general educational system of 
the country are adopted it will be 
possible for the first time for nearly 
200 years to envisage a continuous 
system of grammar schools ranging 
from the oldest public school to 
the newest county school. 


Living Standards 


Lord Fleming and his experts deal 
at length with the claims made that 
the introduction of boys from poorer 
homes into schools mainly attended 
by those whose parents pay con- 
siderable fees would be a failure; 
that the new entrants would find 
great difficulty in adjusting them- 
selves and be uae , and that it 
would be particularly difficult for 
such boys to make friends among a 
majority who might even pronounce 
English with a different accent. 
Emphasising that their proposals 
will in course of time break down 
the social exclusiveness which 
characterises the public schools of 
to-day, the Committee declares that 
the evidence from Christ’s Hospital 
and from two famous Yorkshire 
public schools, and from Rendcomb 
College, points to the opposite 
direction—that there are no prob- 


lems, and that the positive benefits 
of the mixing are rated very 
highly. ;
